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Since  its  inception  11  years  ago,  the  Farm  Security 
Administration  has  ltade  rehabilitation  (operating) 
loans  of  $17,563,808  to  9,213  California  farm  fami- 
lies. 

These  loans  were  made  to  family-type  farmers  who 
were  unable  to  borrow  from  other  sources  at  reasona- 
ble rates  and  terms. 

With  practical  on-the-farm    guidance  from  FSA  super- 
visors these  farmers  have    made    remarkable  strides 
toward  financial  security  and  a  better    living  for 
their  families. 


By  the  start  of  1946  they  had    repaid    80  percent  of 

the  matured  principal  due          $12,221,488    plus 

$1,803,435  in  interest. 

About  6,000  families  had  repaid  their  loans  in  full 
and  had  been  referred  to  banks  and  other  credit  sour- 
ces for  future  financing.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Average  live  with  their  3  children  on  a  116— 
acre  farm,  47  acres  of  which  is  in  crops.    In  the  last 
4,8  years,  they  have  borrowed  $2,620  from  FSA  and  repaid 
$1,431. 

Before  their  loan 

They  had  a  net  worth  of  $2,816  and  a  working  capital 
of  $1,508.  They  owed  $2,l62«  They  owned  chattels, 
buildings  and  crops  worth  $4,978. 

Today 

H»They  have  doubled    their    net  worth;  it  is  now  $6,976. 
And  more  than  doubled  their  working  capital  -'  $4,381. 
They  owe  $3,341.    The  value  of  their  chattels >  build- 
ings and  crops  has  jumped  to  $10,317.      Their  farm  is 
29  acres  larger  than  it  was  when  they  came  to  FSA  for 
help.    They  have  14  more  acres  in  crops.  Their  gross 
farm  income  in  1945  was  $5,951    and    their  net  in- 
come $3,024. 

In  1945,  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Average's  family  raised  and  used 
126  dozen  eggs,    361  pounds  of  dressed  meat  and  dairy 
products  from  358  gallons  of  milk,    Mrs.  Average  can- 
ned 178  quarts  and  stored  three  bushels  of  fruits  and 
vegetables. 


The  1,389  families  currently  borrowing  from  FSA  have 
increased  their  net  worth  $5,778,240  since  applying 
*for  FSA  assistance.
